Lindsell at the 
Police Court this morning during 
the hearing of a summons ageiost 
a Chinese eriver for obstruction 
of the roadwar, s 

Traffic Taspector Garrod said 
that this was a case that occurred 
on the Uastle Peak Koad at ten 
minutes to six on the eveniog of 
the 12:h. instant, which was 
Sanday. . This driver was driving 
car No. 432 along the road when 
1b owas overtaken by car No 391, 
owned and drivan by Mr. AL aA. 
Lammert. Mr. Laromert, in the 
letter Le sens to him, alle- 
ged that he repeated!y asked, 
by the usual method of s unding 
the horn. to pays the defendant's 
carwhich was going along at a 
vers slow pace. The defendant 
ignored his’ request and xcept 
aloog at this.slow pace for a con. 
aderable time, thereby obstruct. 
ing Mr. Lanmert. . 

The defendant admitted that 
Mr. Lammert dia sound his harn, 
bat aaid he could not draw his 
car to one side as asked for, be- 
cause another. car which wes 
shead was in. his way.
